separate building over by the baseball field ... is that part 
of the plan?" asked Chairman Pierce. 

"The building program describes the type of 
facility we need, it does not provide any location," Mr. 
Hlady said. "Right now the library has about 4,200 square 
feet of usable space. We expect the library will need 
roughly 16,000 square feet in the future to meet (growing 
population needs). The board has made an initial recom- 
mendation to find another site within the town center. 
We've already been approved for a matching state grant 
of $20,000 for an feasibility study" 

Mr. Hlady said this report is the culmination of 
about four years' worth of ongoing research and public 
input, including assistance from a hired professional 
library consultant. Although Marion is not yet ready to 
apply for a construction grant, they were eligible to apply 
for an engineering study grant, for which they were 
recently approved. Marion voters will have to kick in the 
matching $20,000 funding for this engineering study at 
the Annual Town Meeting this spring. 

"The purpose of the grant is to pay for a feasibil- 
ity study, site studies, groundwater core samples, and any 
architectural drawings," Mr. Hlady said. 

Selectman Henry asked if the current 4,200 square 
feet included the Marion Natural History Museum, which 
is housed on the second floor of the library building. Mr. 
Hlady said the 4,200 square feet only includes the first 
floor library facility and the museum is a separate entity 
which has control of the upstairs space. 

"It might be worth looking for a new home for 
the museum," Selectman Henry suggested, noting it 
might not be a popular idea. He felt it might be more cost- 
effective to expand the library to a two-floor facility in its 
present location and simply fund additional staff to 
oversee the second floor. "It's certainly feasible and it 
might make everyone happier in the long run ... instead of

building a sprawling, 16,000-foot facility somewhere else 
in the village," Selectman Henry said. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Stu Richardson of 
the Marion Housing Committee to discuss the status of 
available senior housing units at Little Neck Village and 
the town's future senior housing needs. 

"We're looking at the demand for senior housing 
and the demand at Little Neck Village," Mr. Richardson 
said. "We've got something like 30 to 40 people waiting to 
get into Little Neck Village. In the last 30 years, we've 
only turned over 30 units — that's just one a year. The 
need for senior living in this area is dramatic. In talking to 
the folks at Marconi Village, they're exactly in the same 
position." 

Mr. Richardson said his committee is looking at 
other senior issues like transportation, how and where 
meals are provided, and what services are available. 
"We're looking at the financial impact of the expansion of 
this operation and how it will effect the infrastructure and 
the services we are now providing in town, including fire 
and public safety," Mr. Richardson added. 

Mr. Richardson said they are plarming to schedule 
public hearings to gauge input from residents on such 
senior needs. "My request of you tonight is to give us the 
authority to go ahead with a Request for Proposals (RFP) 
for expanded senior housing," Mr. Richardson said. 

Selectmen questioned whether they should hold 
public hearings prior to sending out RFPs, however.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, February 14 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa.

over his Fiscal Year (FY) 2005 budget. 

"The bulk of the increases are salaries, which are 
contractual," Chief Magee said. "There is a $3,700 increase 
in part-time matron wages. One of the larger increases is 
with the secretary's position. I've proposed changing the 
secretary's position to an administrative assistant. The 
nature of the matters she handles is sensitive ... if s really 
more of an administrative position, so I've requested 24 
hours a week, up from the current 15 hours. I think the 
uniqueness to my department is we are one of the only 
24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week departments in town. 
We have officers generating paperwork around the clock. 
I really feel strongly about shifting those duties back 
toward an administrative position ... (and) allow the 
officers more time (to patrol)." 

Chief Magee said the administrative assistanf s 
position would be bumped up to $14.99 an hour for FY 
2006. As for capital requests. Chief Magee is seeking to 
replace one of his older cruisers. 

"I've also asked for ($30,000 for a replacement 
cruiser) ... I might be able to reduce that figure to $26,000 
depending on what equipment can be swapped from (an

older model)," Chief Magee said. "I did put in for a 
capital item on (bulletproof) vest replacement ... however, 
the good news is I've applied for a federal grant which 
would cover half that cost and I'm pursuing a state grant 
to cover another $4,000 ... so the town would only have to 
pay $4,000 of that (purchase)." 

FinCom Chairman Michael Costa said his only 
concern with changing the police department secretary's 
position to an administrative assistant was how the step 
and grade would be evaluated by the Personnel Board. 

"The concern I have here is who determines the 
step and grade in (the administrative assistanf s) posi- 
tion," said FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. "We don't 
have the Personnel Board's input." 

"We talked about that change, too, and the 
inconsistencies of it," Chairman Laboa agreed. 

Chief Magee said he would be happy to revisit 
the matter with the Personnel Board as to what step and 
grade the new position would fall under. He also agreed 
to actively pursue both the federal and state grants for the 
bulletproof vests so that the town would only have to kick 
in the minimum $4,000 expense. 

Fire Chief Scott Ashworth next presented his 
proposed budget for FY 2006, including $16,000 to up- 
grade the 40 tone-activated pagers which are provided to 
all Fire Department on-call personnel. 

"The warranty is going to be running out on 
those and it just doesn't make sense to pay outlandish 
fees to repair them (anymore)," Chief Ashworth said. "My

given prior to entering Kindergarten; 

• Hepatitis B - a series of three doses; 

• Hib - a series of four doses; 

• Varicella Vaccine - one dose or physician- 
certified reliable history of chicken pox disease; and 

• Lead Screening. 

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and / or reli- 
gious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church official 
stating the reasons for exemption should be presented at 
the time of registration. A physical examination is re- 
quired for entrance to school and must be completed by 
December 31, 2005. 

In addition, it is requested that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, that you furnish the school with a 
copy of it at registration time. This is necessary in order to 
assist the school in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children to the 
appropriate parent /adult. 

A separate vision and hearing screening will be 
held for all entering Kindergarteners on Tuesday, March 
22 from 8:30 to 11:30 am and from 12:30 to 2:30 pm. A 
sign-up sheet will be available at registration. 

If you have a child who was born before August 
31, 2000 and is eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 
2005 but will not be entering Kindergarten and / or will be 
attending a private Kindergarten, please call the office at 
Center School at 508-758-2521 to notify them of your 
decision not to enter your child in Center School in 
September 2005. This will enable the school to keep an 
accurate count of the number of students who will be 
entering Center School in September. If you know of a 
child who is eligible to enter Kindergarten in September 
and they did not receive information about registration in

Peterson, Birdie's poor agent, who needs to get on with 
his life and with a relationship he has put on hold to his 
assistant. Rose Alvarez. The events of this romantic 
comedy revolve around Birdie's arrival in the midwestern 
town of Sweet Apple to kiss teen-aged Kim MacAfee. The 
teen population of Sweet Apple, complete with its Conrad 
Birdie Fan Club, mobilizes for the big event. The MacAfee 
family is also swept up in the hysteria. In the process. 
Birdie is revealed for the selfish, opportunistic egoist he is, 
while the prominent couples, Albert and Rose, despite 
Albert's mother's protestations, and Kim and Hugo, her 
boyfriend, end up together in this delightful romantic 
comedy. 

On April 14, 1960, the show opened in the Martin 
Beck Theater before moving to Broadway for a run of over 
600 performances. Birdie featured then relative unknowns 
Dick Van Dyke (Albert) and Paul Lynde (Mr. MacAfee); it 
also starred Chita Rivera as Rose, Maureen Stapleton as 
Mrs. MacAfee, and Dick Gautier as Conrad Birdie. 
Reviewer John Chapman noted that the show was a 
"smash success" in large part because it featured the 
"freshness, sparkle and impudence of youth." Although 
the production garnered no Tony Awards, the 1963 film 
version, which also starred Van Dyke and Lynde and 
additionally starred a young Ann Margaret as Kim 
MacAfee, was nominated for Best Score and, in terms of 
Golden Globe nominations, for Best Motion Picture and 
Best Actress. Although the critics loved the perky and 
effervescent Margaret, Van Dyke in particular was disap-

Ong-Bak: The Thai 'Warrior. Starring Tony Jaa and 
Perttary Wongkamlao. Directed by Prachya Pinkaew. 
Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Jackie Chan is getting old, and wasting his time in too many 
projects unworthy of him {Around the World in 80 Days, anyone?). 
Jet Li, too, must be aware of the ticking of the clock: he turns 42 this 
year, and seems to be branching out into more dramatic fare (Hero 
and the upcoming Unleashed). The time has come for a new heir 
apparent of martial-arts cinema, and Tony Jaa may be that man. 
Born Panom Yeerum in 1976, Jaa is a young master of the Thai 
brand of kickboxing, Muay Thai; his influences are Chan and 
Bruce Lee, and he displays Lee's brutal yet almost spiritual 
command of hand-to-hand combat and the younger Chan's 
absolute fearlessness. 

Jaa's calling card is Ong-Bak: The Thai Warrior, which has 
been around a couple of years and has just opened in America in 
limited release. You may have seen the ads in which Jaa executes 
an impossible jump through a loop of barbed wire. Well, that's 
really him jumping, and that's really barbed wire, and that's 
about as close as he ever gets to a wire in the movie. Unlike the 
floating, hopping masters in Hero or Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon, Jaa defies gravity without wire work or computers. He 
tests the limits of his body so recklessly — although each stunt has 
probably been meticulously plotted out — that Inave my doubts 
as to how much longer he 11 De alive. Catch him in action while 
you can. 

The plot of Ong-Bak could have served an early Jackie Chan 
film. The movie is not named after Jaa's character, whose actual 
name is Ting. Ong-Bak is a Buddha statue vital to the well-being 
of Ting's village of Nong Pra-du. Some thugs steal the statue's 
head. Ting must find it and bring it back. Aiding him is a fellow 
villager. Hum Lae (Perttary Wongkamlao), who has fled to 
Bangkok and renamed himself "George." Hum Lae runs scams 
along with a feisty young woman, Muay Lek (Pumwaree 
Yodkamol, who has the most annoying voice heard in a movie in 
years). These three take on the Bangkok crime world, headed by 
a wheelchair-bound villain who speaks through an electrolarynx. 
And, of course, there are plenty of opportunities for Ting to snow 
his stuff. 




Directed by Prachya Pinkaew with a keen sense of when to 
keep the camera at a distance (the better to capture Jaa's skillful 
moves), Ong-Bak takes its time for a while, just teasing us with 
flashes of Jaa's virtuosity: a sequence of him just practicing his 
moves, a comically brief two-hit fight (Ting hits his opponent; his 
opponent hits the floor and stays there). Then the action really 
kicKS in, and normal humans like you and me might get sore just 
watching some of it. Several of the hits couldn't possibly have 
been faked; when Ting leaps high into the air and brings his elbow 
down on someone's skull, you just wince and say "Yep, that guy 
went to the hospital after the take was done." Considerably 
grittier and bloodier than what most non-chop-socky devotees 
are used to, Ong-Bak likely won't go over with admirers of the 
more stately Hero or House of Flying Daggers, but there's a kind of 
head-bashing poetry in the movie's fight choreography (by Thai 
legend Phanna Rithikrai, who directed the 1986 action film Born 
to Fight, which inspired a fifteen-year-old Jaa to go into the 
business). 

In the end, Ong-Bak concerns itself with the battle of urban 
and rural; the humble village is seen as a place of generosity and 
faith, while Bangkok is Sin City, where innocents are fed into the 
meat grinder of the drug trade or the skin trade. (Some of the 
storytelling is fuzzy: There' s an ill-fated woman who gets hooked 
on the drugs she's forced to carry, and I didn't know until I read 
the official website that she's supposed to be Muay Lek's sister.) 
The outcome of a face-off between the villain and a giant Buddha 
head leaves no doubt where the film's loyalties lie. But most of the 
movie has a more visceral goal — to make you gasp or laugh or 
cringe at the physical excesses of Tony Jaa, who I sincerely hope 
makes it past thirty. I'm sure the elder statesmen Jackie Chan and 
Jet Li are rooting for him, too, while watching their backs.

Not even two full months into the new year and there's 
already a buzz in the tri-towns about the upcoming elec- 
tion season. Granted, it always makes for great copy in 
the press ... but it also means we'll soon be inundated with 
political ads, yard signs, bumper stickers, and campaign 
slogans for the next couple of months. You've been warned. 

Things were relatively quiet in Marion until this past 
Monday when longtime resident and former Executive Sec- 
retary/Town Administrator Ray Pickles took out nomi- 
nation papers for a seat on the Board of Selectmen cur- 
rently held by Andrew N. Jeffrey. Then, quelling growing 
speculation and rumors to the contrary, Mr. Jeffrey con- 
firmed Tuesday that he would, in fact, be seeking re-elec- 
tion on the May 31 ballot after all, thereby guaranteeing at 
least a two-way race on the April 12 Marion Town Elec- 
tion ballot as of this writing. Let the challenge begin! 

Mr. Pickles' decision to make a bid to return to the 
Marion Town House's corner office is in keeping with a 
growing trend in the tri-towns of late whereby Town Ad- 
ministrators and Selectmen seem to effectively complement 
each other. After all, the person serving in the Town 
Administrator's role is the ersatz full-time governing offi- 
cial representing the three part-time elected board mem- 
bers in their absence. 

Case in point: Mattapoisett Selectman Steve 
Lombard, who not only served as Mattapoisett' s Execu- 
tive Secretary prior to Carol Adams but also previously 
worked as Town Administrator in Hopedale, MA before 



retiring. Mr. Lombard's wealth of knowledge and experi- 
ence has been a big plus for the town, especially with re- 
gard to pressing fiscal matters. Likewise, you can see how 
Rochester Town Administrator James Huntoon's prior ex- 
perience serving as Selectman in Mattapoisett has certainly 
informed his duties in Rochester. We'll have to see if Marion 
voters opt for experience over, well, experience. 

Speaking of Rochester ... although incumbent Select- 
man Richard Nunes has already filed his nomination pa- 
pers for the April 13 election, his re-election may not be a 
Cakewalk either. Former Fire Chief and longtime resident 
Joseph "Duffy" Clapp has also pulled nomination papers 
for the same Selectman's seat, although as of press time he 
has yet to return the required signatures. If Mr. Clapp does 
get his signatures into the Town Clerk's office by the Feb- 
ruary 25 deadline, however, count on at least one contested 
race on the Rochester Armual Town Election ballot to en- 
tice voters to the polls. 

And as of this writing no one has stepped up to chal- 
lenge Mattapoisett Selectman Raymond Andrews' re- 
election bid on the May 17 ballot, though there's still plenty 
of time to take out nomination papers before March 25 and 
return them by the April 12 deadline. With a slew of famil- 
iar names seeking familiar seats in Mattapoisett, the only 
glaring omission is Deborah DeWalt, who has reportedly 
decided not to seek re-election to the ORR District School 
Committee. At press time no one had taken out papers to 
fill Ms. DeWalt's now-vacant seat.
